As an Article of 0<et There Are Many 
Things That Are Not Properly 
Understood. 


The use of mtlk as o food has been 
so extensively exploited by the milk 
Interests that títere exists a somewhat 
erroneous Idea ubout It which a re­ 
cent speaker, before the American Ped * 
latric society, is endeavoring to cor­ 
rect.

These errors principally eoáeern the 
group of children between ihe ages of 
1 and 0 years. These errors might be 
classified under the headings: 
(1) 
Prolonged use of milk as an exclusive 
article of diet. 
(2) 
Increased quan­ 
tities of milk given along with other 
foods. 
Milk might not only be need too 
long as au exclusive article of diet and 
In .excessivo quantities with other 
foods, but Its nutritional value might 
be Injured by boiling. 
The laity were taught, and rightly 
so, that milk was an ideal breeding 
place for germs, and that the growth 
of these germs might be inhibited by 
keeping the milk on lee. or the milk 
might be brought to a b«»ir The use 
of boiled milk was becoming more 
prevalent, and many injuries to nutri­ 
tion occurred.

During 
pioneers from Virginia pressed 
south into the new territory, and 
these, augmented by a large 
company 
of Huguenots from 
France and a greater number of 
Germans from the Palatinate, 
founded the first North Caroiiuu 
town of Newburu tu ITU), 
By 
the time of the Revolution the 
population in North Carolina 
had increased to such un extent, 
with un influx of Scotch Irish 
and 
Scotch 
Highlanders 
who 
settled chiefly fat the western 
couetfafc, ch a t‘-It ranked fourth 
among the original thirteen col­ 
onies. Today Its population en­ 
titles it to twelve electoral vote» 
for president. In area it stuods 
about half way among the states 
with 52,4(20 square mile*.

Net Allowed to Adwtfoe Hie At. 
teritfonee in Their Playhouses. 


There is a code of etiquette govern­ 
ing relations between the executive 
mansion at Washington and the play 
house. 
Point No. 1 in the cbde pro 
vide* that no manager, either of the 
theater or of the visiting attraction, 
ahall angle for Presidential patronage. 
When a company arrlvás at the theater 
its manager Is handed á card which 
impresses this upon him, and crushes 
atl hopes of «slug ids pet projects for 
luring the President to confer Indorse 
rnent upon his offering.
